There  axe  uov/  around  301  million  hogs  in  the  world,  2  percent 
less  than  a  year  earlier  but  18  percent  more  than  the  low  level  of 
1946-50,  on  the  basis  of  the  latest  information  available  to  the 
foreign  Jigri cultural  Service,  U,  b,  Deoextment  of  ^j-griculture , 

hog  numbers  have  declined  for  2  years  after  reaching  a  peak  in 
1952.    Jn.eductions  in  nurnbei'&  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  accounted 
for  most  of  the  decrease  in  the  world  total  in  1953.    Low  hog  prices 
during  1952  discouraged  hog  production  in  those  countries,  despite  the 
fact  that  feed  supplies  were  abundant,  and  production  did  not  eximnd 
in  1953  although  hog  prices  rose  sharply,    iteduced  feed  grain  supplies 
resulted  in  a  reduction  in  hog  numbers  in  Brazil  during  1953.  Increased 
pork  supplies  in  w'estern  Surope  slov/ed  down  the  sharp  expansion  in  hog 
numbers  that  has  taken  place  there  in  recent  years. 

louring  the  past  year  hog  numbers  in  ilorth  xiiaerica  declined  substan- 
tially,   iiore  moderate  reductions  were  recorded  for  Eastern  -/urope  and 
South  Jimerica.    Hog  nuniiiers  in  both  -i^frica  exid  Oceania  remained  relatively 
unchanged,    iJumbers  increased  again  in  ^^i-sia  and  airoarently  continued 
their  upward  trend  in  the  boviet  Union.

for  the  continent,    ^t  the  present  time  feed  supplies  in  -:^razil  are 
plentiful  cind  hog  prices  are  at  i-elatively  high  levels  indicating  that 
a  suDsta-ntial  recovery  in  h9g  production  is  new  taking  place.  Humbers 
in  -aTF^entina  apparently  are  still  telow  prewar.    Hog  production  in 
ColomPia.
